Mobile, Ala., September 20.—Mobile 
haB’ been in the throes of the tropical 
Storm all dav. but only mildly till after 
nightfall. There has been a heavy and 
continuous rainfall all day, but the 
wind has been moderate all during the 
day, with short gusts of about 30 miles 
velocity. 

Tonight at 7 o'clock the weather bu. 
reau reported that the wind was blow- 
ing 24 miles an Nour, but it has been 
increasing hourly in velocity, and at 
this hour, !! p. m., blowing at the 
rate of 35 miles an hour.

Sectional boats, aluminum boats, 
skin floats and other devices have 
been tried, but to all there is the same 
fatal objection of impossible trans- 
portation.

NEW AMSTERDAM 


Netherlands Sends Hud- 
son-Fulton Delegation. 


Warships of All Nations Are’ 


Gathering in the Harbor for 
the Great Celebration--There 
May Be -Two Million Vis- 
itors. 


New York, September 20.—The old 
own of New Amsterdam, better known 
howadays as New York, was invaded 
by the Dutch today. The invaders Were 
the “gedachtenisviering’’—the plain 
English of which is the Netherlands’ 
Hudson-Fulton committee—who arrived 
on the liner Nieuw Amsterdam, upon 
the forepeak of which the royal ensign 
proudly proclaimed that the official 
representative of Queen Wilhelmina 
Was on board. 

There were French invaders, too, of 
New York today. Early in the morning 
the three big slate-colored armored 
cruisers which are to represent France 
at the celebration boomed their crisp 
Salutes to the fortresses which guard 
the harbor entrance, and passed in 
through the narrows to their anchor- 
ages beneath Riverside Drive. 

Hudson-Fulton Rush “On.” 

With the arrival of the Duteh and 
the French and the incoming throngs 
of less notable visitors by train, steam- 
Ship and motor car, even the phlegmatic 
New Yorker—who is frequently the last 
to find out that a great event is in this 
city—-was forced to realize that the 
lon-heralded Hudson-Fulton rush was 
—, 

The city finds itself tonight clad in 
carnival style, decorated in the red, 
white and blue of the American flag, 
and the orange, white and light blue 
of Hudson, and old Holland Manhat- 
tan and her sister boroughs alike have 
taken on the appearance of a giant 
country fair. 

Among the hotel managers there is 
some disagreement as to the magni- 
tude which the “rush” will § attain 
Many of them resent the notion that 
any rush could be large enough to up- 
set the arrangements of this city of 
hotels. They insist that they can get 
along without inconveniences, no 
matter how many hundred thousand 
visitors crowd the streets, and they 
add the welcome news that prices are 
to reMain the same as usual through- 
out the two weeks of festivities. 

May Be 2,000,000 Visitors. 

Even if there are 2,000,000 visitors— 
and the more sanguine’ estimators 
place their maximum well beyond that 
—there will probably be plenty of 
room Sor them all. 

The arrival of the French warships, 
the Justice, the Liborte and the Verite, 
brings the naval phrade into promi- 
nence as perhaps the most impressive 
of the scheduled features. About a 
thousand craft will participate in Sat- 
urday’s naval demonstration, the prin- 
cipal part of these comprising 
largest and most varied fleet of fight- 
ing ships ever gathered in one port, 
reinforced by a motley number of mer- 
chant vessels fiying the flags of a 
half hundred nations.

President Will Urge Congress 
to Strengthen Interstate 
Commerce Commission 


INTI-TRUST MEASURE 


APPLIES TO ALL ALIKE 


Taft Opposed to Exempting 
Farmers’ Union and Labor 
Unions From Operation of the 
Law---He Would Prevent the 
Ownership of One Railroad 
by Another Line. 


Des Moines, Iowa, September 20.— 
President Taft spent a little more than 
four hours in Des Moines today, and 
made an open-air address to an im- 
mense crowd gathered from all the 
surrounding country, in which he dis- 
cussed in detail the changes he will 
recommend to congress, in the inter- 
state commerce and anti-trust laws. 

He announced that he would urge 
the establishment of an interstate com- 
merce court of five members to con- 
sider appeals from rates fixed by the 
interstate commerce commission. 

He will aiso recommend liegislation 
to prevent one interstate railroad com- 
pany from owning stock In a compet- 
in line, and compelling roads thus 
o@ning stock to dispose of their hold- 
ings within a given time. 

Legisiation to prevent the over- 
issue of stocks and bonds and the 
watering of stocks will be strongly 
recommended, the president’s proposi- 
tion being that no stocks or bonds shall 
be issued except by permission of the 
interstate commerce commission after 
an inquiry has been made into their 
necessity. 

The giving to shippers of the choice 
of routes in the shipment of freight 
is another important provision which 
the president favors. 

The president declared he knew of no 
way in which a distinction could be 
made between “good” and “had” 
trusts. 

He diseussed the preposal to except 
labor tinions and farmers’ unions from 
the operation of the anti-trust law, 

To specifically excepltihese organiza- 
tions, he declared, would be vicious 
legislation, but he pointed a way in 
which they could be relieved of some 
of the onerous restrictions now placed 
upon them. He held them to me 
amenable to injunctions. 

The President’s Address. 

President Taft said in part: 

“The last general election was held 
in November of 1908, and resulted in 
the success of the republican party in 
the national contest. In both cham- 
bers of congress the republicans have a 
majority, and they have the president. 
Looking forward to the legislation that 
Ought to be expected from that party 
we must refer back to the platform 
upen which the party was elected. In 
the extra session recently closed a 
tariff bill was passed as was prom- 
ised in the platform. I do not intend 
to dwell upon the much-disputed ques- 
tion whether that bill complied with 
the bill promised, for I have consid- 
ered that at another time and at an- 
other place. What I wish to invite 
your attention to this morning, is, with 
the tariff bill out of the way for the 
time, what there is for the republican 
party in congress under the promises 
of ita platform to do in the coming 
regular session.” 

The president then outlined briefiy 
his well-known position toward labor 
organizations. and dwelt upon the ne- 
cessity of passing at the earliest possi- 
ble moment legislation to carry out 
He 
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said ‘also that he would recommend 
that congress require the railroads to 
adopt additional safety devices to 
guard the lives of, their employees. 

“But the legislation with respect to 
the laborer.” continued the president, 
“is not all the legislation that the re- 
publican party is pledged to. Indeed, 
when I look forward to the next ses- 
sion and realize how much there is to 
be considered, I tremble lest the ses- 
sion will net be leng enough, and that 
it will not be possible to do ail that 
has been promised.” 


Railway Hate Bill. | 


Mr. Taft detailed the passage of th 
railway rate bills several years\ago, in 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission was given authority to fix spe- 
cific rates, and continued: 

“The rate bill has now been in oper- 
ation some three years, and it must be 
admitted that it has not furnished the 
relief against unduly discriminatory 
rates with the expedition -and the ef- 
fectiveness which were expected. The 
republican platform promised. addi- 
tional legislation in aid of enforcing 
the interstate commerce liaw, and I 
have been engaged in the consideration 
of what I ought to recommend to con- 
gress in order to comply with that 
promise. Those who opposed the pre- 
vision by which appeal from the order 
of the commission might be taken to 
the court did so because they thought 
such right to appeal would gffer much 
opportunity to delay the pro- 
eeedings. An examination of the 
decisions of the commission and the re- 
sort to the courts by way of tem- 
porary injunctions fully justified the 
conclusion that one of the defects of 
the present interstate commerce law is 
the delay entailed by litigation itn the 
court over the correctness of the order 
in the commission. 

“The court appeal cannot be abolish- 
ed, because it is a constitutional right. 
Something must be done to reduce its 
effect by way of delay, so that the 
decision of the court shall be prompt, 
final and effective. 


Interstate Commerce Court. 


“It is proposed now by a number of 
gentlemen of my cabinet. who have 
conferred with some members of the 
interstate commerce commission, to 
facilitate these appeals from the com- 
mission by the creation of a separate 
interstate commerce court of five mem- 
bers, which shall sit in Washington, 
and which shall be the only court to 
which petitions to set aside or nullify 
the orders of the interstate commerce 
commission can be made, and it is pro- 
posed to allow a single judge to make 
an order staying the proceedings of 
the interstate commerce commission 
only sixty days, and thereafter no in- 
junetion shall be allowed against the 
order of commission unless granted by 
the whole court of five members. 

“I know that objection will be made 
to the creation of this court. In one 
ef the bills originally introduced such 
a separate court was provided for, 
but the provision was defeated. A tar- 
iff court has been provided in the new 
tariff bill, to consist of five members, 
whose judgment shall be final on ali 
questions arising under the administra- 
tion of the tariff. I am strongly in- 
clined to think that a similar ceurt, 
except that an appeal ought to lie 
from it to the supreme eourt, will 
serve the purpose of expedition and 
the dispatch of business, in respect to 
the orders of the commission. 

“I know that there is well-grounded 
to increasing federal courts 
the provision for the appoint- 
ment of federal judges, whose terms 
and salaries last for life, and who 
become a permanent expense of _ the 
government. But there is this to be 
said, that if the establishment of such 
a court proves to be a mistake, the 
demand for judges througheut the 
country and their increase will] furnish 
an opportunity to use the judges thus 
appointed for other and general ju- 
dicial work. 

“The uniformity of decisions and the 
promptness of decision, which may be 
expected from a court whose experi- 
ence will soon make them .experts in 
the disposition of such cases, would 
promise to the shipper and _ railroad 
litigants quick, decisions as to their 
rights. 7a 
Second Changé Proposed. 


“A second ehange in the interstate 
commerce law ought to give to the 
commission the power to hear and en- 
tertain complaints against unjust 
classification of merchandise for 
transportation. It is perfectiy elear 
that by including articles in the same 
class which ought to pay § different 
rates, a raifroad can commit exactly 
the same kind or injustice as it would 
be imposing an exorbitant rate on 
any one class. Hence, I haven't the 
slightest hesitation in reeommending 
to congress that the power of the com- 


mission should be extended to_ include 
not only the fixing of rates after ecom- 
plaint, but also the readjustment of 
classfication if it proves on complaint 
to be unjust. 

“IT am aware that congress, at the 
time of the passage of the rate bill 


thought it wise to limit the power of 
the commission to the consideration of 
rates actually complained of by per- 
sons interested. It would now seem, 
from the experience of the commis- 
sion, that it is extension of its power 
So as to institute complaints of its 
own that is necessary to make its work 
truly effective. 

“I do not think that, until we try 
this new amendment and see how it 
works, we ought to put down the bars 
entirely -and give to the interstate 
commerce eommission the absolute 


power to fix rates in advance and on

It is preposed 
now to authorize the commission to 
postpone the date that such new rate 
classification ts to take effect, proe- 
vided that within thirty days of the 
date of the order, a complaint be filed 
that such rate or elassification is-un- 
reasonable or unjust. I am inclined 
to think that this is a fair change in 
the provisions of law. It gives to the 


public the same right to have changes 


which affect them injuriously inves- 
tigated before they go into effect, as 
it does the railroad, by appeal te the 
eourts, to have the order of the com- 
mission subjected to investigation and 
hearing. Railroads ought not to be 
permitted to change rates unless they 
can give a reason for it. 

“A third amendment toe the _ aecet 
should provide that the commission 
may, by order, suspend, modify or an- 
nul any change in the rules or regula- 
tions which impese undue burdens on 
shippers. No doubt ought to be left 
with respect to the power of the com- 
mission on such a subject, because 
the rules and regulations of a rail- 
way are the means by which injustice 
may be done to the shipper. It wou!d 
seem well to empower the commis- 
sion to compel connecting carriers to 
unite in forming a through reute and 
to fix the rate and apportionment 
thereof among the carriers. The com- 
mission should alse be empowered to 
prescribe the rules and regulations 
under whieh the shippers shall have 
the privilege te designate the route 
over which their shipment shall be 
carried to the destination beyond that 
ef the first carrier. 

To Prevest Rail Cembinetions, 


“Another most important amend- 
ment of the interstate commerce law 
—part of which was specifically prom- 
ised in the platform—is a. prohibition 
against any competing railroad in the 


future and a further provision that } 


no railroad engaged in interstate com- 
merce shall, after a certain date, hold 
stock In a competing railroad and the 
further amendment that after the pas- 
sage of the amendment no railroad 
company engaged in interstate com- 
merce snail issue any additional stock 
or bonds or other obligations except 
with the approval of the commission, 
based upon a finding by the commis- 
sion that the same are issued, first, 
for purposes authorized by law, and, 
second, for a nrice not less than par 
for stock, and not less than the rea- 
sonable market value for bonds, such 
price being paid either in cash or in 
property or services, and if in prop- 
erty or services, then at the fair value 
thereof as determined by the commis- 
sion. 

“By these previsionsa enforced with 
reason, and drawn with a view not to 
be too drastic with railroads in the 
beginning, we shall gradually abclish 
that evil which is involved in the 
union of competing roads by one road 
owning the stock of another; and we 
shall prevent the ever-issue of stack 
and bonds go as to prevent watering, 
and to keep the railroad efficient for 
the service for which it wag intended, 

“In addition to amendments to the 
law looking to a rather more drastic 
regulation of railroad rates than here- 
totore, another provision shovfid be 
added by which railroads may be per- 
mitted to agree upon traffie rates, and 
make contracts with respect to rates 
that shall not be pooling contracts, 
but shall constitute agreements as to 
rates—previded always that such 
agreements shall receive the approval 
ot the interstate commerce commis 
sion. In this wise the operation ef 
the anti-trust law against traffic 
agreements between railroads will be 
abolished and against their absolute 
prohibitien will he substituted a re- 
quirement that such agreements shall 
meet the approval of a properly con- 
structed tribunal. 

The Anti-Trust Law. 


“This brings me to the question of 
the anti-trust “law. While we have 
not threshed the whole matter eut so 
as to reach a definité conclusion. I 
am strengly inclined to the view that 
the way to make the anti-trust law 
more effective is to narrow its scope 
somewhat, so that it shall not include 
in its prohibition and denunciation as 
a crime anything but a conspiracy or 
combination or centract entered into 
with actual intent to monopolize or 
suppress competition in interstate 
trade. 

“At the common taw all 
in restraint of trade, except 
which’ were called reasonable, the 
eourts would decline to enforce, The 
anti-trust law denounces such e¢on- 
tracts when in regtraint of trade, aa 
criminal, whether made with intent 
to menopolize or suppress competition 
or without intent to doe either. 

“The theory seemed to be that a 
contract in restraint of interstate 
trade tended to @ monopoly and there- 
fore should be denounced because of 
its tendeney, whether there was any 
actual purpose on the part of the per- 
son making it to monopolize or sup- 
press competition or not. | 

“This feature of the present ant!- 
trust law has, it seems to me, weak- 
ened its foree beeause it has seemed 
to bring within the condemnation of 
the law contracts and other arrange- 
ments which were actually innocent 
in their character, and which were not 
included in those various combinations 
which it was the real intent of the 
law fe suppress. If the erimes de- 
nounced in the law were confined to 
eombinations, conspiracies and  -con- 
tracts made with intent to monopolize 
or partiaily monopolize interstate 
trade, or to suppress competition in

FOREIGN MONEY 
FOR THIS COUNTRY 


Hundreds of Millions of 
Dollars Are Coming. 


As Soon as Investors Are As- 
sured of Absolute Federal 
Regulation of American Rail- 
roads--So Commissioner Lane 


Declares in Interview. 


Washington, September 20.—‘“Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars are in Eng- 
land, France and Germany awaiting in- 
vestment in American railroad securi- 
ties as soon as the investors can be as- 
sured of absolute federal regulation.” 

This statement was made today by 
Commissioner Franklin K, Lane, of the 
interstate commerce commission who 
has just returned from a trip of nearly 
three months in Europe. He visited 
England, France, Germany, Switzerland 
and Italy, and studied the railroad situ- 
ation in all of those countries, 

“Men of money abroad,” continued 
Commissioner Lane, “are satisfied that 
America is on the eve of a phenomenal 
era of prosperity, and are ready to in- 
vest their money in any stable enter- 
prise in this coumtry; but what they 
want is some assurance from the gov- 
ernment that their investments” will 
be protected in a fair way. They would 
like to see the capitalization of our 
railroads nedged about by federal legis- 
lation, so that the purchaser of stock 
would be assured of getting what he 
pald for. With the enactment of a law 
to prevent overcapitalization, American 
railroads would have no difficulty in 
obtaining in Europe all the money 
necessary for their development.”

It seems to be pro- 
pesed to leave to judges to decide what 
combinations and contracts in restraint 
of trade ought to be permitted to ex- 
ist and ta be enfor On general 
grounds of public policey—in other 
words, to have the court attempt to 
establish some lines between what are 
called good and bad trists, ‘as if the 
suppression of competition in’ some 
caseS was a good thing and in other 
ceses was bad. I cannot agree that 

’, such distinction can properly be 
made. 

“All combinations to suppress com- 


petition or te maintain a monopoly, ir 
whole or in part, of interstate trade, | 
are, and shoyld@ be, in violation of the | 
anti-trust law and sheuld be punfshed | 
as such; and there is no reom for the'! 
expression—reasonable pr unreasonable | 
--in this general view of the staaete | 
“If the statute were limited to com- 
binations, conspiracies and contracts 
to restrain trade with intent to mo- 
nopolize interstate trade, or with in- 
tent to suppress competition therein, 
it would probably not inelude within 
its denunciation goods going into in- 
terstate trado, because sueh a boveott 
is a restraint against interstate trade 
with the intention to restrain it, but it

Opposed to Excepting Any Class. 

“Il am entirely opposed to saeeaae 
from the operation of any law of gen- 
eral application a class of persons 
like laborers or workingmen or farm- 
ers or ministers or teachers or lawyers. 
Take the anti-trust law, therefore, and 
insert a specia) exception te the ap- 
Dlication of that law by providing that 
iteshould not apply to the trade unton 
class, and it would be legislation of 
the most vicious character. but when 
vou meke the law apply ®nly to cen- 
spiracies seeking to suppress compe- 
titien or to monopolize the trade, then 
the labor boycott is probably not in- 
cluded, simply because the statute 
would not seem wide enough to in- 
clude it in its seope, and this result 
is -obtained without class legislation 
at all. 

“TI am in favor of this change be- 
canse I believe that the ordinary ac- 
tien by injunction in any place where 
the bovcott is operative can effective- 
ly accomplish ail the purposes that 
ought to be accomplished in the sup- 
pression of such an evil. On the other 
hand, to apply the anti-trust law for 
the purpose of supvressing evils grow- 
ing out of the labor organizations is 
to take advantage of the literal terms 
of a statute whieh probabhivy was net 
intended to inelude that which judi- 
cial construction could not avoid in- 
cluding within its words. 

Accusatory . Bureau Sugeecsted. 

"It would probably seem wise to es- 
tablish an accusatory bureau in the 
department of justice to institute pros- 
ecutions for violations of the inter- 
state eommerece iaw and of the anti- 
trust law, while it would be wise to 
continue the bureau of corporations, 
enlarging its scope somewhat, per- 
haps, to maintain the registrations of | 
eorporations and the investigation into 
their operation so far as interstate 
trade is coneerned. 

“It has been found most difficult to 
separate the administrative fram the 
quasi-judicial functions of the inter- 
state commeree commission. but it is 
thought that it would be wise to take 
away from them any responsibility in 
regard to investigation of the validity 
ef their orders befere the interstate 
ecommerce commission ceurt and to 
leave the maintenance of those orders 
to the department of justice when the 
appeals comes on to be heard in the 
court.

THE GRAND JURY 


Charges Some Members 
Favor Whisky Sellers. 


Attorney General Has Appeal- 
ed to Judge Hart to Purge 
the Inquisitorial Body of Ob- 
jectionable Members---Failed 
to Do Their Duty. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 20.—-A 
bomb was exploded tn the _ criminal 
court this morning when Attorney Gen- 
eral Jeff McCarn, in strong terms, 
charged that the grand jury has sig- 
nally failed to do its duty in the mat- 
ter of returning indictments for the 
violations of the prohibition law, that 
certain members of the grand jury 
whose names were not called are stand- 
ing in the way of such indictments be- 
ing found, and appealed to Judge Hart 
to purge the inquisitorial hody of 
these objectionable mempers. 

Then came another bomb when Gen- 
eral McCarn proceeded to read an ‘‘in- 
formation” similar in form to an in- 
dictment or a presentment, and to file 
it as a new biil charging a violation of 
the anti-saloon law. If the grand jury 
refuses to indict on information fur- 
nished, and pending the purging which 
he asks, General MeCarn proposes him- 
self to substantially indict persons 
against whom he has information. He 
knows that persons so presented will 
fight it as an illegal manner of pre- 
sentment, but he says that there is now 
no other means of enforcing the law, 
and that there is ample authority for 
the procedure inaugurated. 

General McCarn said: 

“There ar. some men on this grand 
jury who have frequentiy said that 
this law cannot be enforced; somé who 
are better friends to the illegal sellers 
of liquor than they are to this court. I 
appeal to you to purge the grand jury 
of these men.”

“Some of our states like Pefinsylva- 
nia and New York have been able to 
meet demands for more revenue with- 
out injury to their commercial develop- 
ment because their constitutions left 
the matter of taxation to the legisla- 
ture. 

“In states like Kentucky, where the 
constitution requires the uniform tax- 
ation of all kinds of property, the sit- 
uation is different. This uniform plan 
may have worked fairly well when 
most property was visible, and anyone 
could know about what his neighbor 
was worth. But it has broken down 
everywhere under modern .conditions.”

Chicago, September 20.—Negro_  at- 
tendants at an educational mass méet- 
ing yesterday were told that it was not 
they who were in need of education, 
but the white man who took credit for 
every advancement the descendants of 
Ham had made during the last cen- 
tury. The statement was made by Pro- 
fessor T. R. Greener, 
who addressed a large audience in 
Zion African Methodist Episcopal 
church.

Today the steamer Sabine came up in 
response to the wireless “C. @. D.” of 
the Carib, and, after some difficulty, 
sent a line to the vessel. 

This afternoon the steamer Apache, 
passing the cape, heard wireless con- 
versation passing between the Carib, 
Sabine and thé revenue cutter Yama- 
craw, to the effect that the Sabine’s 
hawser is too short and made towing 
bad in the heavy weather. The cap- 
tain of the Yamacraw was asked to 
hurry to the spot with hawsers. This 
request was overheard by the Apache, 
which immediately sent word that she 
would come with long hawsers, and 
would reach the spot this afternoon. 

The Apache and Yamacraw are now 
steaming at full speed in a race to see 
which will reach the disabled Carib 
first, and render the assistance she re- 
quires. Meanwhile the Sabine is pro- 
ceeding 6 knots an hour, and with diffi- 
culty, with her tow under a short haw- 
ser, toward Southport, N. C. The after- 
web on the low-pressure cranks of the 
oe ne is broken, and disables the en- 
gines.

$163,049 DEMANDED 
OF TOBACCO SOCIETY 


Alleged That Society Is a Mo- 
mopoly in Violation of 
Anti-Trust Law. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, September 20.— 
Another suit was filed in the United 
States court in Covington, Ky., today 
against the Burley Tobacco Society 
and several men who are alleged to 
have been members of the_ society. 
The plaintiffs in the suit are Frisch- 
muth Brothers & Company, of Phila- 
delphia. 

The demand is for $163,049 as the 
amount of overcharges for tobacco. 
The plaintiffs charge that Clarence 
Lebus, president, and nine other mem- 
bers of the Burley Society combined 
with the society to increase the price 
of tobacco by a monopoly in restraint 
of trade and in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

This suit is similar to one brought 
a month ago against the Burley To- 
bacco Society by Scott & Clarke, an 
independent firm of tobacco manufac- 
turers of Scranton, Pa., demanding 
$138,000 for overcharges.
